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PILOTS HELD 
IN LEBANON

Two Israel <Air Force pilots 
ejected from their aircraft in south 
Lebanon yesterday when it crashed 
after a Gre broke out in one of its 
engines, Shortly afterwards, Beirut 
announced that the two were de- 
tained by the Lebanese army after 
their Phantom jet exploded. 

It was not clear last night what 
caused the mishap. The Army 
Spokesman said the plane had been 
on a reconnaissance mission near 
the Hermon area and that the pi- 
lots abandoned it as a result of a 
fire that broke out “apparently 
from a technical fault.” 

Tt was the first Israeli aircraft to 
be lost in the north since the 
cease-fire. 

(Our Arab Affairs Reporter added the 
Lebanese Defence Ministry reported 
that the Israel] Phantom crashed in the 
Arkoub region near Sheba village. about 
five kms. from the Israel border and 
that the two pilots were detained, They 
would not say where the Israelis were 
being held. 

(The Syrians claimed they shot down 
the Phantom over the Hermon region 
when a formation of Israel planes tried 
to penetrate Sryian atr space. Damas- 
eus Radio interrupted ‘ news broad- 
east to give the report.) 

Meanwhile the Syrians yesterday 
maintained their bombardment of 
Israeli positions in the bulge and 
west of the pre-October line. Ac- 
cording to the Army Spokesman 
there were no Igraeli casualties. 
During the day the Syrians fired 
several Sagger anti-tank missiles 
at forces in the south-eastern cor- 
ner of the bulge, and west of the 
cease-fire line, in the vicinity of 
Tel Farris and the Rafid Junction. 

‘The firing, which entered its 28th 
consecutive day yesterday, started 
shortly after 8 a.m., and continued 
intermittently throughout the day 
until 7 p.m. with virtually ail Israeli 
positions in the region being sub- 
jected to artillery fire. Also at- 
tacked were Israeli positions on the 
Hermon range, which have been 
bombarded daily for the past week. 
Th Syrians used tanks against po- 
sitions in the southern sector of 
the bulge. 

Israel replied in force yesterday, 
concentrating fire not only on Syr- 
jan artillery batteries, but against 
strategic military targets several 
kilometres inside Syrian territory. 

The Israel Army Spokesman also 
announced yesterday that a Syrian 
commando had heen captured by an 
Israeli force sent to check the 
Hermon peak -after a Syrian at- 
tempt ‘to infiltrate forces there on 
Saturday. 

A second Syrian soldier spotted 
by the troops managed to escape, 
the announcement said. 

During an initial interrogation of 
the prisoner, whose name and rank 
have not been disclosed, it was 
ascertained that he was part of a 
special commando force sent to the 
peak. It is thought that the Syr- 
fans wanted to use the peak as a 
spotting post to direct Syrian ar- 
tillery more accurately the 
Isracit positions wick are. hidden 
from their direct field of vision.

TEL AVIV. — Further discus- 
sions will be held today to seek 
a way out of the Labour Party 
erisis and save the Government. 
Labour Party Secretary-Genera! 

ron Yadlin told renurtars at 

Party headquarters last night 
that efforts would be made to 
find a formula that will ensure 
the stability of the Government; 
maintain party unity; upliold the 
honour of the Agranat Commis- 
sion and its report; and take 
account of the public feeling. 

Mr. Yadlin's statement followed 
a day of meetings between political 
leaders trying to find a way to end 
the government crisis sparked off 
by the report of the Agranat Com- 
mission. 

One proposal mooted during the 
day yesterday was that all Labour 
ministers except for the Prime Min- 
ister should resign together with 
Mr. Dayan and thus facilitate a re- 
shuffie of portfolios without caus- 
ing the downfall of the Cabinet as 
such, 

An advantage of this scheme was 
that It would not affect the N.RP., 
whose ministera fear that they 
would not be able to mobilize a 
majority in their party executive 
for rejoining 2 new government of 
the same composition. That is why 
the N.R.P. last night renewed its 
call for a national unity govern- 
ment. :

Mr. Yadlin stressed that the 
Agranat Commission deserved the 
utmost respect. 

He said that he saw no objective 
reason for a party split or for new 
elections. The present leadership 
had gained a vote of confidence in 
the recent general election. 

A packed schedule of meetings 
was expected today, Mr. Yadlin 
said. Leaders of ex-Mapai would 
meet after the Cabinet session, and 
in the evening he intended to bring 
together a top leadership forum 
that would include Sapir, Zadok, 
Rabinowitz, Bar-am (of the Jeru- 
salem branch) and Almogi; Dayan 
and Peres of ex-Rafi; and Galili 
and Allon of the former Ahdut 
Ha‘avoda group. 

The Rafi leadership was in session 
until after midnight in the office of 
Information Minister Shimon Peres. 
The group considered the proposals 
made earlier in the evening by Ma- 
pal leaders. 

The Rafi faction agreed that 
Dayan should not be the only one 
to bear the onus of “parliamentary 
responsibility” for the war. 

Meanwhile Mapam circle said yes- 
terday that a number of its kib- 
butzim were sending 20 people each 
to Jerusalem today to join the 
Mapam-Moked demonstration calling 
for Dayan's ouster. It was intended 
to demonstrate outside the Prime 
Minister’s office during the Cabinet 
session.

Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir 
said last night he was opposed both 
to the resignation of the entire 
Government and to the dismisal of 
Moshe Dayan. Suggesting that 
Dayan could be offered another Ca- 
binet post, while relinquishing the 
Defence Ministry, the influential La- 
bour Party leader said “the principle 
of parliamentary responsibility 
should apply to all of us.” He firm- 
ly denied reports that he was among 
those Ministers who had demanded 
Dayan's ouster. 

Speaking in interviews on the 
radio and television, Sapir said per- 
sonal ministerial responsibility could 
be applied only from now on. He 
said he wag engaged in a supreme 
effort to find an agreed solution for 
the “painful problem” that would 
solve the crisis, stressing that the 
wounds of the Yom Kippur war 
would take a long time to heal. 
But the entire Government -should 
not have to resign because of triat. | 
Stressing that the Cabinet was a 
coalition government, Sapir said 
that a “collective resignation” would; 
mean starting anew all the nego- 
tiations with the two coalition part- 
ners, the National Religious Party 
and the Independent Liberals. As for 
the reshuffle of portfolios in the 
present Cabinet, it was the Prime 
Minister’s prerogative to decide on 
this issue, he stated.

Next it was made 
known that today’s Cabinet 
Meeting would most probably not 
touch on the scheduled issue of “min- 
isterial responsibility” raised in the 
wake of the Agranat Commission's 
interim report. 

This would give the party a suf- 
ficient margin of time to mend its 
fences and find unity-saving for- 
mulas well ahead of Thursday's 
Knesset vote of confidence session. 
The party executive forums and 
Knesset caucus must meet tomor- 
row night to formulate the Knesset 
faction’s stand. However, party sour- 
ces disclosed that the votes of the 
two maverick Labour MKs, Lyova 
Eliay and Yitzhak Bem-Aharon, 
would not go to the government. 
Whether they will abstain or vote 
against the government is not clear. 


The Mapai wing’s proposal to

Both coalition partners of the Labour-

reshuffle cf portfolins that involved Moshe 
Dayan's relinquishing ‘tthe Defence Ministry, 
could be implemented by the present Cabinet, 

which was formed only last month. 
Speaking in a television interview last night, 
Rafael said there wes no need for the entire 
Cabinet to resign, particularily since about 


one-third of Its Ministers were new and had - 


not served in the Government that was respons- 
ible for the Yom Kippur War. Moreover, a 
number of Ministers In the former Cabinet 
had no share in the decisions of Premier Golda 
Meir's inner “kitchen” cabinet, he stressed. 

In an obvious reference to Dayan, Rafaei 
said he would have understood it if certain 
ministers had resigned from the Cabinet, if 
only out of solidarity with the senior army 
officers affected by the Agranat report. “But 
this is a matter for their conscience, and if 
for certain reasons there were no resignations, 
nobody should be pushed out of the Cabinet,”

Should it be decided that the entire Govern- 
ment must resign, its quick re-establishment, 
with the same component parties and the 
same platform would not cause any particular 
problems within the N.R.P., Rafael said. But 
once one of the present partners in the Gov- 
ernment (such as Rafi} was ποῖ in- 
cluded im the new Cabinet, the entire situation 
would have to be discussed anew. He would 
accept the reshuffling of Cabinet posts, if 
only to end the public protest, he said. 


Urging that the Agranat Commission be- 


treated with respect, Rafael came out strong~ 
ly against the “unjustified attacks” against 
the Agranat report. He recalled that he was 
among the first in the Cabinet to propose 
acceptance of the Agranat Commission's rec- 
ommendations in their entirety. 

Another N.R-P. leader, Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg, said the appointment of a new 
Defence Minister was ἃ broad national issue 
that should be decided by the entire Govern- 
ment and not just by one party.

cessary conclusions from the Agranat report 
and resign. When Dayan did not resign im- 
mediately with the Chief of Staff out of simple 
solidarity, he thought that Dayan first wanted 
to finish up projects he was dealing with in 
the Defence Ministry and in the Government. 

He stressed, however, that there was no 
need for the entire Government to resign. 
“One does not have to change all the horses, 
Particularly in the present tense situation 
with a possible escalation on the northern 
border and with the forthcoming disengage- 
ment talks with Syria.” 

Speaking of direct ministerial responsibility. 
Hausner recalled that a previous Commission 
headed by Justice Agranat, which studied 
the division of authority and responsibility 
between the Justice Minister and the Attorney- 
General (a matter that had concerned him 
personally as former Attorney-General), estab- 
lished specifically that the Minister of Justice 
was directly responsible for the Attorney- 
General, despite the latter's independent status. 

Kibbutz Meuhad secretary Danny Rosolic 
Teflected the view of Labour's Ahdut Avoda 
wing (and the change of position by Minister 
without portfolio Yisraei Galili) when he said 
last night that Dayan, as Minister in charge 
of the entire defence establishment, had to 
draw the conclusions from the Agranat report 
and resign. Only when the Agranat Commis- 
sion had issued its complete report, would the 
Cabinet have to decide what stand to take on 


the question of collective responsibility, he 
held. 


The Cabinet's decision, so far, to accept the . 


resignation of the Chief of Stai definitely 
called for Dayan‘s resignation as well, he 
_ Stressed, 

Rosolio recalled that it was Dayan's joining 
the Cabinet as Defence Minister in June 1967, 
which separated responsibility for the army 
between the Prime Minister and the Defence 
Minister. 

Mapam Secretary Naftali Feder also came 
out firmly in demand of Dayan's resignation 
from the Defence portfolio, since he was 
personally responsible for what happened in 
the Yom Kippur War. No other changes 
within the Cabinet were called for, he held, 
stressing that the same Government should 
continue in office. He did not rule out the 
possibility that Dayan could continue serving 
in the Cabinet in another capacity, but did 
not think there was any particular need for 
him to remain in the Cabinet. 


Labour Party rebel Yitzhak Ben-Aharon 
urged that new elections be called without 
much delay. He said this was the only remedy 
for the present situation, particularly since 
the recent elections failed to render a clear- 
cut verdict. One crisis follows the other and 
there was no point in continuing to patch up 
problems that are unsojvable under’ present 
circumstances.

The more 
than 80-member Mapai caucus on 
the branch secretariat, chaired by 
branch secretary Dov Ben-Meir, 
issued “a unanimous call to back 
the efforts of Premier Golda Meir 
to keep the present cabinet intact 
and prevent its resignation.” 

The meeting registered “its grave 
dismay at any irresponsible attempt 
to bring about the cabinet’s resigna- 
tion." Urging the application of the 
principle of ministerial responsi- 
bility, the. meeting called for the 
switching of ministers within the 
existing cabinet. The Mapai wing 
Jeaders warned that “under present 
circumstances the cabinet’s resig- 
nation could well endanger the 
Labour Alignment's capacity to 
form a lastng government and might 
even lead to new elections and a 
split in the party.” 

The statement ended on a warn- 
ing note, apparently aimed 
at both Ahdut Ha'avoda and Rafi 
as well as Mayor Almogi'’s Haifa 
branch. It advised “each and every 
froup and branch to curb personal 
and factional aspirations and rally 
around the Prime Minister and the 
party leadership so as to ensure 
Labour hegemony.”

Brothers said to 
have stolen: 
their own goods 


BEERSHEBA. — Four men, who 
allegedly stole IL600,000 worth of 
goods from Ashdod port, were 
charged in the District Court here 
yesterday. 

The accused, Nehemia Binyamin 
and his brother Daniel, Pinhas Sho- 
shan and Rafael Cohen, allegedly 
stole stainless steel sheets, a hyd- 
raulle lift, a metal-cutting machine 
and other goods last December and 
January. The police said that the 
stolen goods had been ordered by 
the metal workshop run by the 
brothers. 

The two reportedly falsified mani- 
fests and altered labels, aided by 
Shoshan, who worked in the port 
warehouses. The police learned of 
the robberies when importers com- 
plained that goods were missing.

Low-key 


‘More alertness needed celebrations | 
against terrorism’

HAA. —~ Police Inspector-General 
Rav-Nitzav Shaul Rosolio has call- 
ed on the public to show increased 
alertness because of the recent 
spate of sabotage incidents. 

Speaking yesterday at a recepticn 
given by Haifa Mayor Yosef Almogi, 
Rav-Nitzav Rosolio said that while 
the police were cn the tracks of 
those responsible for the Hamashbir 
Lezarchan department store explo- 
sion in Tel Aviv last week, the most 
cffective way to prevent such inci- 
dents is still “the public eye.” He 
called on the public to keep their 
eyes open and report anything sus- 
picious to the police. 

The Inspector-General's appeal 
was endorsed by Haifa Sub-District 
Commandant, Sgan-Nitzay Morde- 
chai Ror, who noted that reports 
to the police stations in the district 
have dropped from mere than 300 
per day in the past to about 17 per 
day. “As the incidents have dec- 
reased, so too has public alertness,” 
he said. 

Rav-Nitzav Rosolio also spoke 
abcut the Police's manpewer prob- 
lems. He said that, while it was be- 
coming easier to find people for the 
more specialized posttions, the force 
is sti! badly under-manned, and 
many more constables are needed. 
He noted that the number of women 
serving in the police force has 
doubled recently, to about 1,000. 

Touching on the problems raised 
by the activities of the Guru Maha- 
rishi's Spiritual Yoga disciples in 
Israel, the Inspector-General said 
that the police have looked into 
these and concluded that they do 


met constitute a criminal offence. 
“Itim" learns that Haifa parents 
had@ complained that their children 
attending the city's Yoga Centre had 
“lost thelr spiritual balance." One 
of the Centre's teachers, who ar- 
rived in Israel from Germany earlier 
this year, has been questioned by 
police. 

Speaking on the radio’s news 
magazine last night, Police Minis- 
ter Shlomo Gillel said the security 
authorities are determined to com- 
bat terror attempts, without up- 
setting the normal relations of co- 
existence between Israel and the 
population in the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. He was convinced 
that the vast majority of the peo- 
ple in the administered territories 
want to maintain the present co- 
existence, and would like to con- 
tinue working inside Israel, and 
keep up regular trade relations. 

He thought it was too early to 
speak of a wave of terror, pointing 
out that ih the past sabotage inci- 
dents were often perpetrated dur- 
ing holidays, when shops and buses 
are crowded, and thousands visit 
Jerusalem and tour the Old City. 

At the same time, one could not 
ignore certain political influences 
from the outside, he held, singling 
out King Hussein's recent state- 
ments on the future of the West 
Bank and talk of a settlement in- 
volving the administered territories. 

The Police Minister emphasized 
that so far only some 230 Israeli 
Arabs, out of a population of some 
450.000, had been involved in terror 
acts.

Nevertheless, the Municipality has 
decided to do away with the out- 
door dance band performances in 
Kikar Malchei Yiarael and at Di- 
zengom& Circle, Those youngsters 
who will wish to dance will have 
to make do with canned music 
piped through loudspeakers. The 
music, City Hall promises, will ‘“befit 
the holiday,” and will largely con- 
sist of Israeli folk tunes. 

Also cancelled this year will be 
the traditional cocktail party re- 
ception given by the Mayor on In- 
dependence Day eve. Previous re- 
ceptions are estimated tu have cost 
the tax-payers at least IL50,000 for 
‘ach holiday. 

Instead of the reception, the new 

administration plans to have an 
open house on the ground floor of 
City Hall to which all residents 
would be invited to meet Mayor 
Shlomo Lahat and his deputies. They 
will be offered citrus juice as re- 
freshment and will be entertained 
by two youth’ orchestras. 

The festive treet illumination, 
however, will be lit up as usual. 
It will even be increased in the neg- 
lected southern neighbourhoods, and 
will remain as it was in past holi- 
days along most of Rehov Dizengoff 
and at Kikar Malchel Yisrael. 

Other cities, including Jerusalem, 
have already announced they would 
mute their festivities.

The Finance Minister said he 
would have preferred Premier Pierre 
Messmer as Gaullist candidate, but 
in view of the Prime Minister's re- 
fusal he had decided to run him- 
self. 

So far 18 candidates have an- 
nounced their intention of compet- 
ing for the presidency, but none has 
officialiy registered. Candidates are 
required to put down a deposit of 
10,000 francs (about 110,000) and 
ἴα provide the signatures of 100 
elected representatives town 
councillors, M.P.s, etc. — in 10 de- 
partments (provinces).

Nato depends too much 
on nuclear deterrent 


WASHINGTON (AP).—A mem- 
ber of the U.S. Senate Armed 
Services Committee said yester- 
day that there is ‘considerable 
danger that tactical nuclear wea- 
pons would be used at the very 
outset” of a war in Europe. 

This, said Senator Sam Nunn, De- 
mocrat-Georgia — in a report to 
the committee — would lead. to 
“possible, or even probable, escala- 
tion to stratezic nuclear war." 

Nunn. who made ἃ study of troop: 
deployments in Europe at the re- 
quest of committee chairman John 
Stennis, called for a restructuring 
of Nato forces in Europe to pro- 
duce more combat capability. The 
report is extremely critical of 
French policy. U.S. forces, said 
pune are geared too much towards 

a “long-war policy,” and have more 
support troops than either the War- 
saw Pact or the Nato European 
allies. 

In terms of overall conventional 
war resources, Nunn said, Nato is 
roughly equivalent to the Warsaw 
Pact. But, he added, the Nato con- 
ventional defence posture Is “some- 
what inferior" to that of the War- 
saw Pact. 

He cited as reasons: “The divers- 
ity and differences of equipment and 
operations among Nato forces 
weakens their overall power and 
ability to work together; the long 
years of reliance on the U.S. nuclear 
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deterrent has given Nato psycho- 
logical conventional inferiority.” 

Nuno said that “The long history 
of Nato despair on conventional 
capability, the reliance on the nu- 
clear crutch, and the stated policy 
of France to go nuclear early in 
any threat on France could fore- 
close American options on the use 
of nuclear weapons. 

“It is possible that the. French... 
independent niclear capability could 
be.-used to escalate any-.conven-' 
tional war to a nuclear engage- 
ment, with or without American 
approval” 

Nunn recommended that Con- 
gressional debate on troop reduc- 
tions in Europe focus on develop- 
ing a long-range policy “that we 
are willing to live with, politically, 
economically and milftarily.” 

He urged that possible U.S. force 
reductions in Europe be left on the 
bargaining table in current negotia- 
tions on mutual and balanced force 
reductions. 

“The U.S. must insist that there 
be no reduction by the allies of 
their conventional defence capabil- 
ities. In fact, we should emphasize 
the importance of conventional 
forces in raising the nuclear thresh- 
old and encourage the allies, par- 
ticularly the Germans and English, 
to increase their conventional 
strength..." 

Nunn was critical of America's 
European allies for failing to in- 
crease their contribution to Nato 
in relation to their gross national 
product. He criticized France for 
“accepting the benefits but not the 
burdens” of Nato. He said that 
French behaviour causes uncertain- 
ty as to what to expect from 
French forces and weakens the al- 
liance. 

“In addition, by refusing to al- 
low the use of French territory for 
practice or detailed planning for 
dependent evacuation, France jeo- 
pardizes the safety of some 250,000 
U.S. women and children who are 
dependents of U.S. personnel in 
Europe.”

Tanker charter contracts will 
run up to three years hence, 
which is unusually Jong for a 
commodity futures contract, but 
is in keeping with oil industry 
practice. 

In Washington, Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson said yesterday rising oil 
and gas prices should be partly 
blamed on oll brokers and their 
“paper” transactions during the 
petroleum crisis. 

He said there is evidence that 
“avernight oil brokers’ got into 
the market just to make a quick 
profit. 


“The oil promoters, relying 
mostly on bluff and shaky pro- 
mises, insisted they had plenty 
of oil to sell — at the right 
price," the Washington Democrat 
said.

“Washington Post" reporters Carl 
Bernstein and Bob Woodward sald 
their sources included the former 
treasurer of the committee to re- 
elect the President, a woman book- 
keeper for the committee and 2 still 
unidentified source in the executive 
branch, 

Excerpts from the book “All the 
President's Men," which tells the 
story of the Watergate coverage 
that won the “Post” a Pulitzer Prize, 
were published in the current issue 
of Playboy” -magazine. 

The reporters said the treasurer, 


“Hugh Sloan, told them that former 


U.S. Attorney-General John Mit- 
ehell had authorized spending of 
campaign funds for illegal activities 
against the Democrats. 

The bookkeeper worked for form- 
er Secretary of Commerce Maurice 
Stans, then head of the Campaign 
Finance Committee, Bernstein and 
Woodward said. 

“I was called by the grand jury 
very early, but nobody knew what 
questions to ask," they quoted her 
as saying. “People really lied to 
them." 

The reporters described “deep 
throat" as a man whose position in 
the executive branch was “extreme- 
ly sensitive’ and “who had access 
to information from the White 
House, Justice Department, the FBI 
and the Reelection Committee. 

They said “deep throat” told them 
that President Nixon once went “on 
a rampage about news leaks,” sug-

Meanwhile, Defence officials say 
the newly-announced agreement 
with Saudi Arabia calling for close 
economic and other cooperation will 
not be at the expense of the U.S. 
relationship with Israel. 

These officials describe Saudia's 
King Faisal as a principal moder- 
ating influence on other Arab coun- 
tries, They also credit Saudi Arabia 


with influencing other oil-producing 


countries in the Arab bloc to lift - 


the embargo on the U.S. ᾿: 

The new agreement with Saudi 
Arabia also speaks of cooperation 
in supplying that country’s “require- 
ments for defence purposes.” 

When the October war erupted, 
discussions with Saudi Arabia on 
the possible purchase of U.S. arms 
were, in effect, suspended. At the 
time, sources said that Saudi Arabia 
wanted to buy at least one 
ron of 18 F-4 Phantom jets, along 
with other military gear. a 

Saudi Arabia yesterday signed ἃ 
contract with an unnamed U.S. firm 
to “develop a missile network sy3- 
tem,” the Saudi state radio 
It said Prince Sultan Bin Abdul 
Aziz, the Defence Minister, signed 
the agreement with company re- 
presentatives in Riyadh. No other 
details were given on the broadcast. 

This was the first contract an- 
nounced between the two countries 


since a statement, issued in Wash- - 


ington and Riyadh on Friday, that 
they have reached agreement on 
massive economic cooperation. 

Meanwhile, a Beirut daily reported 
Egypt may start getting U.S. arms 
supplies, “directly or through Saudi 
Arabia.” 


IRAQ CALLS UP RESERVES 
Kurdish officials purged 


BEIRUT (AP). — President Ah- 
med Hassan Al-Bakr of Iraq has 
dismissed five Kurdish ministers 
from his government in con- 
tinuing conflict with Iraq's re- 
bellious Kurdish minority. 

All five dismissed ministers 
belonged to Mulla Mustafa Bar- 
zani’s Kurdistan Democratic Par- 
ty, whose 20,000-strong army of 
tribal warriors was reportedly 
fighing in oil-rich northern Iraq. 

Bakr’s move, announced by 
Baghdad radio on Sunday night, 
came 48 hours after his Ba'ath 
government called up some of 
its reserves. The broadcast in- 
dicated the government was pre- 
paring for a showdown with 
Barzani over the autonomy of 2.3 
million Kurds. 

A Presidential decree named 
five anti-Barzeni Kurds to replace 
the ousted ministers. Among 


them was Barzani's son, Obei- 
dulla Mustafa Barzani, who was 
made Minister of State. 

The official Iraqi news agency 
said Obeidulla was opposed to 
his father’s policies and supports 
the government version of Kurd- 
ish autonomy. Kurdish sources 
in Beirut, however, say Barzani’s 
two other sons, Idriss and Os- 
man, have joined their father in 
815 mountain hideout in northera 
Traq-. 

Recent reports in the Arab 
press said Iraq had moved 
three army divisions totalling 
48,000 men to the three main 
Kurdish regions of Kirkuk, Erbil 
and Sulaimaniya. 

The five ousted ministers served 
in the central government since 
March 11, 1970, when Barzani 
signed a peace treaty that ended 
@ decade of civil war.

Energy shortage alters 
investment plans in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Many U.S. 
industries have cut back their 1974 
investment plans because of the 
energy shortage, although the total 
investment outlook remains about 
the same, the Commerce Depart- 
ment reported on Sunday. 

The department said a big 7.3 
per cent increage in investment in 
the petroleum industry nearly offset 
declines in most other industries. 

Total 1974 investment by all in- 
dustry is estimated at $112,700m., 
some $60m. 1655 than was planned 
before the energy shortage became 
serious, 

The information was obtained in 
a Commerce Department survey 
during January and February in 
which businesses were asked if they 
hed changed their investment plans 
because of the energy shortage. 

The survey appeared to show 
some concern, but no great alarm, 
‘on the part of business over the 
long-range effect of the shortage on 
the U.S. economy.

On the plus side, the spending 
outiook by the petroleum industry 
was up 7.3 per cent, or $520m., to 
a total $7,200m. in 1974 investment. 

Also increasing were railroad in- 
vestment, up 2 per cent to a total 
$2,400m., and steel investment, up 
two-tenths of 1 per cent to $1,800m_ 

Total manufacturing investment in 
1974, the survey showed, was estim- 
ated at $360m, above previous plans, 
with the increase largely due to 
rising spending plans by the petro- 
leum refining industry. 

Non-manvfacturing investment pro- 
grammes declined $420m. about one- 
half of 1 per cent below the pre- 
energy shortage outlook. 


Greek liner begins 
weekly cruise service 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The 7,000 ten Greek 
passenger liner 5.8. ion arrive 
here yesterday to start a regular 
weekly cruise service. Her owners, 
the Kavounides Company of Piraeus, 
announced that she would come ‘here 
every Monday, for the mext 30 

weeks, as a cruise liner. 

The Orion brought some 150 pas- 
sengers, mostly Americans and most 
of whom came for the day. 

The ship's route is from Piraeus 
via two Greek islands to Haifa, and 
on the way back she will call at 
Cyprus, Rhodes, Turkey and two 
other Greek islands. 

During the week another six pas- 
senger ships are due here, with 
about 3,000 tourists and pligrims.

Oil rights dispute heats up 
Greek-Turkish enmity 


Greece protested against the 
Turkish move and said Turkey was 
dividing the Aegean in a way which 
did not take into consideration the 
sovereign rights of Greece. 


Reports from Turkey say that 
Ankara rejected the protest but 
Greece considers that there exists 
no pending issue since its known 
position remains unchanged — that 
it considers the Aegean as a Greek 
lake and any attempt to violate it 
will be considered a violation of its 
sovereign rights. 

The Greek military rulers have 
given indications that Turkey's de- 
cision to grant oil exploration rights 
in the Aegean are provocations and 
have warned that these will be faced 
in a decisive manner. 

Addressing the armed forces on 
March 25 (which marks Greek in- 
dependence day from Turkish rule), 
Defence Minister Efstathios Latsou- 
des said: ‘The Greek nation will face 
in the same decisive manner any 
provocation which might be mani- 
fested in the future. This is guar- 
anteed by the armed forces now 
Jeading the endeavour for national 
regeneration.” ΠΗ 

Well informed sources said here 
that Greece has taken measures to 
increase its vigilance following re- 
ports that Turkey was proceeding 
with its plans to drill for oil in the 
Eastern Aegean. The vigilance is 
reported to include a state of pre- 
Paredness in the Greek navy, patrol- 
ling of the Eastern Aegean and 
reconnaissance flights. 

According to reports from Tur- 
key, it was during one of these 
flights that a Greek Air Force 
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plane crashed last week. The plane, 
which crashed in the area of Istiaia, 
over the Aegean island of Euboea, 
killing its pilot, was reported to 
have been shadowing a : 


military exercise. 

Turkish Foreign Minister Turan 
Gunes had.said that the exercise 
was conducted in tthe open seas and 
that Turkish aircraft at no time 
flew over Greek territorial waters. 

The Greek government made no 
protest but asked the Air Force 
command to conduct an investiga- 
Hon into the causes of the accident. 

Although the Greek army-backed 
regime may be unwilling to push 
the issue to exbremes for internal 
Political reasons, observers here be- 
lieve that a confrontation with Tur- 
key may rekindle nationalistic rival- 
ries between the two nations and 
unite the Greeks behind the military 
rulers. 

Greece's national newspapers have 
been asked to avoid writing edit- 
orlais or publishing prominent ar- 
ticles on the subject in an effort 
to play down the matter. Greek 
views, however, are voiced by the 
rightwing daily Ellinikos Vorras 
(Greek North) published in Salonica, 
headquarters of the Third Army 
Corps. The newspaper said in recent 
editorials that the Turks were 
enemies of Greece and should not 
play with fire. 

Turkey has always seen the Greek 
islands along its coast as a constant 
threat its flank, despite the 
fact that in recent years the two 
countries are members of Nato and 
are linked to the Alliance'y defence 
in the Eastern Mediterranean.

THE UN force now occupying 
the buffer zone between Is- 
rael and Egyptian forees in 
Sinai is no miracle army. It is 
not the peace-making force that 
was onee envisioned, the power- 
ful international policeman who 
would keep order the world over. 

These and similar illusions died 
en early death in the fighting 
in the Congo, and the status of 
the world soldiers was reduced 
from that of peace-makers to 
peace-keepers at best. If peace 
hes, somehow, been restored 
after a war, the multi-lingual 
men in light blue can serve to 
mark the border, and record 
transgressions — and that only 
up to a point, for they cannot 
be expected to be as alert as 
men expecting to defend not 
only taeir country but also them- 
selves. 


The UN men prevent contact 
and to this extent may reduce 
the likelihood of accidental or 
malicious incidents. It is regrett- 
able that two UN men should 
have been kidnapped and injur- 
ed by the Syrians while serving 
on the Israel side of the lines, 
but if the two soldiers had been 
Israel army men the kidnapping 
would have led to an increase 
in tension; this way it led to an 
apology. 

It is not without significance 
on the other hand, that a UN 
officer in Cyprus, where a UN 
foree has now been stationed 
for seven years, observed re- 
cently that the presence of these 
troops tends to freeze a situa- 
tion of limited and controlled 
enmity, and to save the sides 
from the need to move towards 
a settlement that would cause 
political and emotional difficul- 
ties to both sides. 


They are a political alibi, and 
can be a screen behind which 
preparations for war can con- 
veniently be renewed. The late 
president Nasser had no diffi- 


culty at all in ordering the UN 
troops to get out when he wished 
to reoccupy Sharm-e-Sheikh in 
1967, and this is a point not 
likely to be forgotten in this 
country. 

We are now confronted by the 
additional problem of UN troops 
and observers of nations that 
have broken off diplomatic rela- 
tions with us. The question of 
the formal recognition of our 
existence is crucial as far as we 
are concerned, and will be one 
of the most significant of our 
demands at any peace talks. The 
existence and borders of Israel 
must be recognized and honoured 
by our neighbours before we can 
have any assurance that some 
Arab ruler looking for laurels 
will not begin to promise part 
of Israel, or “rights” inside Is- 
rael, to some group of Arab 
migrants living elsewhere. 

There is thus very good rea- 
son why we will not permit the 
entry of UN personnel whose 
countries have chosen to break 
off relations with us, Not only 
is there the inconvenience of 
less than full communications 
with them or their countries, 
but the much more important 
issue that their presence and ac- 
ceptance would tend to prove 
to the Arab countries that Is- 
rael is not quite the same as 
other nations and need not be 
treated with the same respect 
or ceremonial. 

This applies first and fore- 
most, of course, to thé Rus- 
sians, who are pressing for their 
observers to be given the right 
to enter Israel territory. And 
Dr. Waldheim would surely have 
been better advised to make 
sure that the new chief of staff 
of the UN_ force, the Ghanaian 
Brigadier Emanuel Erskine, had 
been selected from a country 
with which we have full and 
amicable relations when the 
second six-month term was ap- 
proved for the force last night.

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MOOD of uncertainty and 
stress, when things seem to be 
falling apart and resources seem 
Mmited for coping with it."

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Attacks on Agranat Commission 
border on contempt of court

If there is any truth to the ru- 
mour that the President of the 
Supreme Court, Justice Agranat. 
has threatened to resign from the 
Commission bearing his name, it 
would not be in the least surpris- 
ing. For the Commission has been 
subjected to invective and calumny 
on the part of the press and cer- 
tain individuals which has sur- 
passed even the invective and cal- 
umny hurled at members of two 
previous imquiry commissions: at 
Judge Golan in the Rafael-Tel Gib- 
borim inquiry and at Justice Wit- 
kon in the Netivei Neft inquiry. 

What would be surprising would 
be the failure of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral on this accasion to invoke the 
contempt clause in the Commissions 
of Inquiry Law. Under section 24 
of this Law a member of a com- 
mission of inquiry has every im- 
munity granted by law to a Judge. 
and “shall be deemed to be a 
Judge" for the purposes of section 
131 of the Criminal Code Ordinance. 
This section provides that “any 
person who publishes any invective 
against a judge, with a view to 
bring the administration of justice 
into suspicion or contempt is guilty 
of 8. misdemeanour.” 

A commission of so high and re- 
spected .a calibre as the Agranat 
Commission has been accused, 
amongst ofher things, of being 
“outrageously biased" and of show- 
ing marked prejudice. If that is 
not calculated to bring the admin- 
istration of justice into suspicion or 
contempt, then it is difficult to 
imagine what is likely to do so. 
This is a particularly scathing 
allegation in light of the fact 
that in the declaration of alle- 
glance which each judge makes 


upon- appointment, he pledges him- 


_self, amongst other things, “not to 


pervert the law and to show no 
favour.” and this obviously applies 
equally to members of inquiry com- 
missions. 

But even if contempt of the 
Agranat Commission were not a 
criminal offence, there should be a 
moral obligation on the part of the 
press and public figures to refrain 
from criticising its findings in un- 
bridled and scurrilous terms. 

If there is one institution which, 
till now at least, has earned the 
esteem and respect of the public, it 
is the institution of justice. To de- 
prive an already sorely-tried peo- 
ple of: this last straw is not only 
irresponsible, but is grossly and 
wilfully amoral. 

Inquiry commissions are, of 
course, not omnipotent and their re- 
ports are not sacrosanct. Their find- 
ings may be subjected to fair com- 
ment and criticism, just as the 
judgments of the courts may be, as 
witness the fact that appeals lie 
against judgments of lower courts 
and that decisions of the Supreme 
Court itself may be reviewed in 
further hearings and are open to 
criticism by other compositions of 
the Supreme Court and by jurists 
and legal commentators. In fact, 
miscarriages of justice and errors 
of fact and law may also be 
alleged against courts of law, as 
grounds of appeal, without any fear 
of contempt charges. 

On the other hand, however, any 
allegation against a judge that he 
was deliberately biased and preju- 
diced and showed favour would 
within the law lay hts accuser open 
to a charge of contempt. 

The public can perhaps not be 
blamed for feeling irrationally frust- 
rated by the fact that the Agranat 


Ccmmission has not supplied all the 
answers and solutions to the tragic 
problems which have beset the 
people since the Yom Kippur War. 
In their desperation they Iggked to 
this Commission to ‘produce the 
magic formula which would cure all 
our fils. They looked to the Cam- 
mission to provide them with all 
the answers they havé been seek- 
ing in vain from their leaders and 
from their own inner resources; 
they looked to the Commission to 
bring back the goiden age of calm 
and complacency by placing blame 
on others and so freeing them 
frcm further involvement and res- 
ponsibility. 

However, at least at this interim 
stage, the Commission has disap- 
pointed the public by refusing to 
accept the Messianic mantle and by 
restricting itself to considering the 
military responsibility for the deb- 
acle, while providing only general 
guidelines for the solution of the 
political trials and tribulstions of 
the State. : 

We may be forgiven if we feel 
disconsolate and let down by the 
Commission’s lack of pretentious- 
ness, by its refusal to accept the 
role of omnipotence and offering 
to rid us Ὁ our troubles with 
the flourish of a magic pen. But 
we dare not let our frustration and 
disappointment erupt into calumny 
and vituperation, if we are not to 
defile practically the last value 
which has remained to us. 

If this practice of vicious attacks 
‘against members of inquiry commis- 
sions is not halted, the result will 
be that the judges will refuse to 
serve on such commissions and any- 
one with any sensibilities whatso- 
ever will be afraid to do so. The 
only way of preventing this regret- 
table consequence is by invoking 
the contempt of court provisions. 


Journalist praises Israel’s 
‘accurate’ information work 


To the Eéiter of The Jeraxalem Poxt 

Sir, — As a professional non- 
Jewish author and journalist on 
Middle East affairs, I am better 
qualified than most people to assess 
the merits of Israel's information 
services. I have been interested to 
read criticisms of the work of the 
Foreign Ministry's Information Di- 
vision if only because the critics 
seem to assume that Israel has un- 
llmited financial and manpower re- 
sources, Compared with the Arab 
states, Israel is poor and must be 
discriminating in her use of money 
and men. 

On many occasions over several 
years, I have sought information 
from the Foreign Ministry, either 
in Israel or abroad, and it has 
always been promptly supplied. As 
a veteran writer, I take little for 
granted, so I cross-check informa- 
tion from official sources. This has 
taught me, in Israel's case, that 
the information is accurate. In 
short, the information officials at 
the Ministry have learnt the first 
lesson about information — that it 
must be information and not propa- 
ganda. I always appreciate that the 
Israelis give me the facts and let 
me draw my own conclusions. 

Money spent on the machinery of 
information is the most important 
investment Israel could possibly 


make. The whole future of your 
nation depends as much on infor- 
mation as on secure borders. which 
are valueless uniess the rest of 
the world knows in detail what the 
term means. The appointment of a 
Minister for Information shows that 
the government understands the 
strategical importance of in- 
formation, 

Some of your correspondents ap- 
pear to have had local disappoint- 
ments about information. This is 
inevitable with an under-staffed or- 
ganlsation. But to me, and other 
professionals, what a few intelli- 
gent and dedicated Israelis manage 
to do with limited means is astonish- 
ing. Even more, the Arabs, with 
whom I also have much professional 
contact, often envy Israeli informa- 
tion successes, True, the Arabs 
spread: of information is much 
greater — they have the money to 
spend — but the effectiveness of 
information can never be measured 
by quantity alone. 

The Foreign Ministry's informa- 
tion policy appears to have three 
basic tenets — truth, timeliness and 
professionalism; only the Ῥγο- 
gressive lessons of experience can 
improve on such a policy.

REFORM JEWS CONCERNED 


To the Editor of The Jerasalem Post 

Sir, — I have just returned from 
the U.S., where I participated in the 
Hodesh Aliya campaign, and two 
related phenomena in the American 
Jewish community made a strong 
impression on me. 

First, the interest among Jews 
about the political problems here. In 
spite of the Watergate affair, which 
dominates every news show to the 
point of ennui, people were briefed, 
at almost every meeting attended, on 
party problems here, and on what 
the general mood was; they knew 
the key personalities and were curi- 
ous as to my opinion on local issues. 

More surprising, however, was the 
great concern on the purt of the 
Reform Jewish community over the 
“Who is a Jew" issue. Even the 
most Reform, non-aliya minded per- 
sons Often misunderstood and re- 
sented the position of the Orthodox 
community here. Some Jews under- 
stood the debate as an effort on the 
part of the N.R.P. to change the 
Law of Return so that only Orthodox 
Jews would be permitted to come 
to Israel and receive religious ser- 
vices, Others understood thr issue as 
an effort on the part of the Ortho- 
dox to declare that Reform Jews 
anywhere could not be considered 
Jewish. 

When it was explained that the 
issue is restricted to converted Jews 
and that the N.R.P, has not suc- 
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ceeded and (I believe) will not. the 
general feeling remained one of re- 
sentment and irritation that the Or- 
thodox should try to impose them- 
selves as models for all Jews. 

This demonstrates that a large 
portion of American Jewry sees 
Israel as playing a central role in 
their lives as Jews, and that they 
are hurt by efforts of their brother 
Jews, whom they do not disturb, to 
dictate to them their rights as 
Jews; this feeling is prevalent 
whether or not the issue at stake 
is clearly understood. 


It is fair to conclude, therefore, 
that if the N.R.P. pursues its in- 
tention to have their definition as 
to who is a Jew legislated, they will 
damage the ties between U.S. and 
Israeli Jewry, and the repercussions 
will affect political and economic 
relations between the two.
